Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set fortli in 37 CFR 
1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 9/23/2008 has been entered. 

Aiiowabie Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-5, 12-25, 28-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's invention displays 
data from a first web page with a first URL name, in addition to deriving an identity of a first individual 
based on a second and third domain name, where the third domain name is the name of the first 
individual. Three profiles are accessed: a profile of the first individual accessing a first web page, a profile 
of the first individual accessing a second web page, and a profile of a second individual accessing a third 
web page. This combination of using two separate individuals accessing three different web pages to 
create profiles for consolidated data is not taught in the prior art.
